State Highway Report 


The joint highway fund contributed by the state and 
the Town of Carroll for expenditure on the state high- 
way in Carroll was disbursed under the supervision of 
John Paige as agent appointed for that purpose by the 
state. On the part of the town of Carroll, selectmen 
Barron and Paige had charge of providing money from 
the town as its contribution to said fund. 

The town raised at the last annual meeting $2000 
for state highway purposes. It was expected that the 
state would contribute two dollars for one or in other 
words $4000 making a total hignway fund of $6000. 
As the work progressed it was found that the state 
was obliged to cut down its appropriations to the 
towns and a notice was received that the state could 
only contribute the same amount which the town had 
voted to appropriate, viz:—two thousand dollars which 
would make the total fund only $4000. 

When State Agent Paige had expened about$4000 he 
stopped work. Subsequently the State engineer advis- 
ed Selectman Barron, as the latter understood it, that 
the other $2000 would be provided by the state, and 


the state engineer sent surveyors to Carroll who ran 
the lines for an extension of the work and State Agent 


Paige was instructed to resume work. 
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After Paige had expended about $1,600 information 
came that there had been a misunderstanding between 
Selectman Barron and State Agent Hill, and that the 
extra $2000 could not be furnished by the state. 

But inasmuch as State Agent Paige had resumed 
work in good faith, the state engineer decided to bear 
one-half of the extra amount expended under this mis 
understanding which necessitates an assumption of 
the other half by the town. This amounts to $861 92, 

The effect of this situation is that the town has in 
reality epxended this year on state highways $2,861 92 
instead of $2000, and the state instead of expending 
$2000 has likewise expended in Carroll the same 
amount as the town, viz:—$2,s61 92. 

A further effect is noticed in that the town’s cash 
balance is less by $851 92 than oherwise would have 
been, but on the other hand, the town has so much 
more road which will not have to be built in 1912. 

Whether for the reasons above stated the town will 


wish to restrict work on the state highway in any 
respect in 1912 is a matter which will have to be deter- 


mined by the town at the annual meeting. 

All work done by State Highway Agent Paige has 
been approved by the state engineer to whom weekly 
reports and vouchers have been submitted. A sum- 
mary of the report as approved by the state engineer 
follows:

Report of School Board 


Another school year has passed away, and a most 
profitable one it has proved to be.

Though this 
school is verysmall we found the children interested as 
well is interesting.
